People Arr Not Mechanical 
At the year end, economists were still pawing 
through their statistics in the hope of finding 
out why Americans were saving so much 
money. The statistics furnished no reliable in­ 
formation.

But there is a sucker 
trap built into all economic theorising which 
does not take into account the peculiarities of 
human behavior.

Looks Like Next Big Trouble Spot 


Moscow appears to have kicked off for it* 
major 1952 drive—aimed at cleaning toe decks 
for an all-out economic offensive against th# 
United States, with its major theater in Asia. 
In Paj*is. Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky proposes a Security Council m eet­ 
ing to bring about an arm istice in Korea. This 
fits neatly into the pattern of Soviet diplomat­ 
ic activity in the last few* months. It is tied 
in with such events as Stalin's New Year greet­ 
ings to the people of Japan, and toe forthcoming 
international economic conference in Moscow. 


An armistice in Korea at this juncture might 
help along the Soviet plans 
With toe Soviet 
drive for the present apparently concentrated 
on Asia. Japan becomes a m ajor target. That 
country would be seriously affected by an arm ­ 
istice in Korea, which could amont to little 
more than permanent status for two bristling 
armed camps facing one another on that rav­ 
aged peninsula. 


THE SOVIET PROPOSAL tor a Security Coun­ 
cil meeting to bring about an arm istice, if 
adopted, could leave Korea in a state of sus­ 
pension while Communist plans elsewhere pro­ 
ceed. At the same time it could diminish ©ei­ 
ders from the United States to Japan tor goods 
directly connected with the Korean war. 
With the end of U S government aid to Japan 
in sight even now, Japan already facet an 
economic threat. Battling inflation, the Japaneae 
islands could become a fertile field for Conv 
munist activity. The word has gone out to 
Japanese Communists—as to Communist* else­ 
where in Asia—to join with other groups op­ 
posing the government in a so-called “ united 
front", steered principally against the U S , but 
building up to a situation where one day the 
Communists would be in position to seise the 
movement they began. 


THERE WAS AN OMINOITO NOTE in the 
Paris rem arks of Vishinsky—whose rem arks of 
late have had the quality of veiled prophecy. 
He accused the United -States of ferrying 
Nationalist Chinese troops into the southeast 
Asia countries—Burma, Vie! Nam and Thailand 
— for an attack on the Chinese Communists. 
Vishinsky saiji he expected the U.S. would refer 
to this as defense activity which could not be 
countered by Chinese defensive measure#. 
This recalls the beginning of the Korea wee. 
When North Korea invaded the south. K gave 
western “ aggression” as the .excuse. When Red 
China intervened in the war, the excuse was 
the same. 
There is always the possibility that in south­ 
west Asia some day the Chinese may announce 
themselves “ invaded” and claim justification 
for a counter-invasion.

Drug Once I ted To Kill Noir Helps Mankind 


Modern anesthetists have found 
new uses for curare, the arrow-tip 
poison of South American Indians. 
Hundreds of years ago these In­ 
dians learned to dip their arrows 
in poisons made from the juice of 
c e r t a i n herbs. These arrows 
brought paralysis and quick death 
to game animals and tribal ene­ 
mies. 
Scientists have long sought some 
useful 
purpose 
for 
this deadly 
poison. Within the last 10 years 
they have learned how to use it to 
relax the muscles. 
A common expression in surgery 
of the abdomen is that the patient 
was “inadequately relaxed”. This 
means that his abdominal muscles 
were too tense, making the opera­ 
tion extremely difficult. 
Many times “ inadequate relaxa­ 
tion” has been the cause of a long- 
drawn-out operation. At other times 
the operation could not be com­ 
pleted, or was completed without 
the proper results. This, in turn, 
has led to complications from sur­ 
gery and long hospital stay * for 
numerous patients. 


THE ANESTHETIST * can now 


use curare and similar drugs to 
prevent many of these conditions. 
When the abdominal muscles are 
over-tense, a carefully measured 
amount of the drug is injected into 
a vein. This relaxes the muscles 
and makes surgery much easier. 
However, the curare also acts 
to paralyze the muscles used in 
breathing. A highly-trained anes­ 
thetist must always watch the pa­ 
tient's breathing closely while the 
drug is being used, and must 
sometimes control the breathing 
artificially. 
Curare also served to decrease 
the length of time the patient needs 
an anesthetic, and cuts down the 
operating time of the surgeon. In 
this way there is less shock to the 
patient. 


ASIDE from their use with pa­ 
tients under anesthesia, curare and 
drugs similar to it are helpful in 
certain disorders that cause mus­ 
cle spasms. They are given in such 
diseases as multiple sclerosis, cer­ 
ebral palsy and poliomyelitis, as 
well as in bad sprains and mus­ 
cular strains, to relieve the spasms 
and help the patient improve fast­ 


er. They also relax the rigid jaw 
muscles in lockjaw, while other 
drugs are being used to fight the 
disease. 
Psychiatrists, too, 
have found 
use for these drugs in controlling 
shock treatments for mental illness. 
The deadly arrow-tip poison of 
jungle savages has thus turned out 
to be a new and powerful weapon 
in our fight against diseases of 
many kinds.

on the carpet for wasteful buying.! 
He said a subcommittee headed 
by Rep. Hebert (D-La) will begin 
hearings soon to find out why the 
Army, Navy and Air Force often 
pay different prices for identical 
common-used items. 
Committee investigators are pre-' 
paring what they call “a chamber 
of horrors” aimed to show the mil­ 
itary brass how their purchasing 
agents and systems are costing the 
taxpayers millions of dollars need-' 
lessly. 
They have assembled already a 
mass of exhibits of “horrible ex­ 
amples." And, they told reporters, 
“There will be mope coming.” 
The display at present shows: 
Ten-penny nails which the Navy 
bought for 6% cents a pound, the 
army engineers for 8 cents and the 
Air Force for 12 cents. 
Heavy - duty electric extension 
cords, all ftiade from identical 
manufacturing drawings, for which 
the Army engineers paid 113 and 
Army ordnance only $6.52. 
Pillows which the Army bought 
for $1, a 6-inch larger type which 
cost the Navy $1.15 and another 
type for which the medical depart­ 
ment paid $2.95. 
An olive drab blanket the Army 
bought for $6.56, a white one pur­ 
chased by the medical department 
for $21.75 and another which the 
General 
Services 
Administration 
bought for 4.65. 
Light bulbs of 25 watts which 
the Army bought tor l l cents, the 
medical department tor IS cents 
and the Signal Corps for 37 cents. 
Steel carpenter’s squares bought 
by the Army engineers for 61.48 
and by the transportation corps tor 


$4.35. 
The investigators also are gath­ 
ering copies of the catalogues usee 
by the purchasing departments of 
the various armed forces. 
“The cataloguing program of the 
Defense Department has cost more 
than IOO million since 1946.” inves­ 
tigators said, “and still we fine 
services paying a wide variety ol 
prices for identical items.”
